DWARF FRUIT TREES 


Their History and Culture 


Dwarf fruit trees have been grown in Europe for hundreds of years and are 
fast becoming well known in our country. They were developed because 
of the small acreages and very limited growing space in those highly 
populated countries. 


Out of a great number of rootstocks tested by leading horticulturists from 
England, Belgium and Holland, there were 16 distinct varieties selected to 
be true strains that would produce dwarf apple trees of various sizes, 
satisfactorily. Of the 16 selected there are two recognized to be superior 
to the others for various reasons. 


Apple Trees on East Malling rootstock IX will grow to 6-8 feet at maturity 
under average conditions. E. M. VII is considered to be the best apple 
rootstock for general garden use, since it has a strong root system and 
will produce a dwarf tree of 8-10 feet at maturity. Please keep in mind 
that East Malling is not a fruiting variety but is the rootstock on which 
regular apples are grown and which governs the size of the tree. Also 
there will be some variation in size of tree according to variety and local 
soil conditions, along with care given to each individual tree. 


Dwarf trees will usually make a strong growth the first 2-3 years after 
which time growth will slow down and heavy fruiting will take place. 


PLEASE NOTE—We cannot guarantee exactly when your dwarf tree will 
bear fruit since adverse weather conditions at blooming time may result 
in blossoms being injured or not properly pollenated. Under favorable 
conditions it is not unusual to harvest fruit the second year after planting 
on some varieties. 


Proper pruning is beneficial and will aid in setting of fruit. Summer pruning 
has proven to result in tree setting more fruit spurs than dormant winter 
pruning. Dormant pruning stimulates wood growth but not especially 
fruiting spur wood. Summer pruning—example—when new top limb growth 
has reached 24-30” cut back the terminal growth 3”. This will cause exces- 
sive wood growth to stop for a period of 3-4 weeks and energy of tree 
will be directed to smaller limbs which are the fruiting limbs of your tree, 
resulting in development of blooming wood for the following year. Summer 
pruning should be done less as tree develops larger and fruiting takes 
place. You will have some thinning of inside limbs to do. Leave sufficient 
number of spaced short knobby appearing limbs. These are your fruiting 
wood. After a period of 3-4 years, you will be harvesting fruit over the 
entire tree and more thinning of inside and cross limbs should be done. 
Excessive severe pruning will result in abnormal top growth but cut down 
on quantity of fruit. 


CARE IN PLANTING DWARF FRUIT TREES—The graff union should never be 


planted below ground surface. If this:takes place your dwarf fruit tree will . 


cease to be dwarf since if will be fed by roots other than those intended. 


Graft should be made sufficiently above the natural ground level to enable 
planter to place top layer of roots 2-3 inches below soil surface. It is 
advisable to set a stake with all dwarf fruit trees at time of planting. This 
will keep tree from swaying with wind and allow roots to develop and 
establish rooting close to soil surface. Stakes may be removed after 3 
years growth.
